urdor by repeated washings, and is 
finally hardened 
by formaldehyde. 
The product is more brilliant, more 
solid and a trifle heavier than cellu­ 
loid. 
it is as easy to woik as wood, 
and cnu be made into a great variety 
of articles, such as combs, hair-pins, 
piano keys, buttons, knife hanales, 
umbrella bandies, baoks for brushes, 
paper knives, dominoes, -inlaid orna­ 
ments for furuiture, aud almost any 
object 
requiring 
solidity and Hue 
polish. 
it can bo given any 
color, 
or made to imitate marble, 
coral, 
tortoise shell, etc. 
Increasing experience confirms the 
observation that X-rays have a re­ 
markable influence upon the color ot 
tho hair. 
Prof. A. Hubert and M. H. 
Marques, two broach experimenters, 
fiud 
the influence to be real and 
enduring, 
but they are nuabie to 
explaiu it. 
The white hair and beard 
ot one of these authorities, who has 
been engaged in X-ray work since 
18DC, have not only been restored to 
their 
. riginal 
color but are eveD 
darker thuu before. 
iu an elderly 
patient, under treatment for lupus, 
part of the hair tell out uuder the 
action ot the rays, but it soon grew 
agniu, aud it has been since almost 
completely black. 
Mosquitoes 
are 
found to prefer 
uegroes to whites, a black dog to a 
white one, and a dark-oolored resting 
place. 
Careful tests have been ex­ 
tended to great Dumbers of Anopheles, 
showing that tboy choose colors in 
the order of dark blue, dark red, 
brown red, black, giay and violet 
aud that azure, oobre and white are 
distasteful and yellow extremely so. 
Count in iug these results on 150 mos­ 
quitoes, a Swiss malaria expert has 
found that three-fourths 
settle on 
dark colors. 
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Wsahlngton, February 8, 1907. 
Mayor Bobmltz of San Francisco 
with the board of eduuatlon as an 
escort are expected to arrive here very

worth double the price ot admission. 
As to the school question itself, it 
is pretty generally conoeded that San 
Francisco has acted within her right, 
and that tbe treaty with Japan can 
not be oouBtrned 
to abrogate 
tbe 
state law. pio less a peison than bon. 
Richard Oiney ot Boston, at one time 
secretary of state, and acknowledged 
to be one of tbe soundest constitu­ 
tional lawyers io tbe country, Is very 
decided in bis opinion that there cau 
be no legal 
interference with tbe 
state on account ot the action of tbe 
San 
Franoiaco 
school board. 
He 
bases bis contention on Urls clause 
of the treaty: 
“ It is, however, understood that 
tbe stipulations contained in this and 
the preceding article do not in any 
way alfect the laws, ordinances, and 
regulations in regard to trade, the 
immigration of laborers, police, and 
publio security, either in force or 
which may hereafter be enacted in 
either of the two countries. ” 
in regard to this, Mr Olney says: 
“ 1 am unable to see bow tbe mean­ 
ing aud etfeot of tbe paragraph just 
quoted 
oan be misunderstood, 
it 
embodies an expressed 
declaration 
that the stipulations of artioie 1 are 
in no way to afleot tbe laws, ordin­ 
ances, and regulations with regard to 
police and public security, which are 
in forue, or wbieb may hereafter be 
eDacted in either of tbe two countries. 
“ In otber words, tbe oongeries ot 
important powers known as the poiloe 
power is untouched and unimpaired 
by this treaty. 
“ it follows that, as it has never 
been doubted, and will not now be, 
tbat 
tbe regulation 
of its publio 
schools is an exercise of tbe police 
power belonging to eacbfstate. Wbat 
California has ohoaen to do with re­ 
ference to the Ban Francisco public 
schools raises no question under tbe 
treatv with Japan, and is a subject 
matter 
with 
which 
tbe 
national 
government has no right to ooncern 
itself. 
. 
In short, tbe entire poiloe power 
of the country, being reserved by the 
treaty in favor of either tbe United 
States or the several states, and tbe 
establishment, maintenance and or­ 
ganization of tbe public schools of 
eaob state, oomiog under tbe police 
power of tbat state exclusively, Japan 
is wholly without cause ot complaint 
against California by reason of its 
public school system, and the United 
States 
is without 
legal ground of 
interference with tbat system, vi et 
at mis or otherwise. ” 
Tbe people in southern Siskiyou 
county, in and 
about Sisson, are 
agitating the question of irrigation 
for 10,000 acres or more of land tbat 
was once 
oovered 
by 
magnificent 
forest, but wbiob Is now denuded and 
barreD without water. 
It Is believed 
tbat water cau be very easily secured 
from tbe headwaters of the Sacra­ 
mento river, and by a canal of Bfteen 
or twenty miles in length can be led 
to all this waste land, which oan then 
be made one of the very productive 
parts of the state. 
Senator Perkins 
has taken tbe question up with the 
Interior department and will see what 
oan be done. 
It is probable, how­ 
ever, that a great difficulty will be 
tound in the fact tbat tbe denuded 
timber lands are in very few bands, 
while tbe irrigation law forbids tbe 
sale of water to more than 160 acres 
iu the bands of one owner. 
Were 
tbe 10,000 aoies owned by individuals 
bolding not more than 160 acres it is 
likely tbat the problem would 
be 
simplified. 
Lodi 
wants a Carnegie 
library 
building, 
and has 
asked 
senator 
Perkins, who baa been successful iu 
the case of other California towns, to 
appeal to tbe generous 
Sootehinan, 
aud he has done so, bnt as yet no 
reply has been received. 
Coe ot tbe great needs ot the Mare 
Island Navy Yard is a oentral power 
plant, for whloh no provision was 
made 
in the naval bill. 
Senator 
Perkins has therefore introduced an 
amendment appropriating 1100,000 for 
such plant.

DOCTORS 
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SUTTEK CREEK. 
Foi testing the power of lamps a 
Mayeuce optician has devised a novel 
photometer based upon the varying 
electrical resistance of selenium under 
dilierent illumination. The appaiatus 
includes two mirrors lighted respect­ 
ively by a standard lamp and tbe 
nip to be losted, whilo a selenium 
cell rapidly oeciJiating between two 
given positions is alternately lighted 
by either. 
The eleetiic oscillations 
set up are shown by an ammeter. One 
lamp is moved until these oscillations 
cease and the respective 
distances 
from the photometer will then give, 
according io a well known rule, the 
light iuteusity of the lamp under test 
as compared with that ot the standard 
lamp. 
The automobile bas been condemn­ 
ed tor the surgeon for two reasons— 
tbat, it he diives tbe machine him­ 
self, it causes trembling or the hands, 
and that the 
apparatus must con­ 
taminate the hands with the germs of 
street dust. 
Dr. Fieux, of Bordeaux, 
dismisses both ot these indictments. 
Tho trembling of the bauds occurs 
only 
in men of 
such high-strung 
nervous temperament as to be unfitted 
for operating at all, and tests ot the 
dust under the hood of an automobile 
showed no micro-organisms of any 
kind. 
The heat ot the motor actually 
destroys 
the microbes in the dust 
clouds, so that, instead of scattering 
disease the machine really disinfects 
the road. 
A ieceut investigation shows that 
the deaths of two children on a Rhine 
boat were due to the cargo of ferro- 
silicou. 
For two or three days the 
children occupied n cabiu diroctly 
over tbe hold where tbe keys of iron 
were placed aud they were poisoned 
by phospburetted hydrogen evolved 
from 
some 
impurity — probably 
calcium phosphide.

deaths have occurred on Khiue boats 
carrying ferro-silicou. 
A curious pbeuomenon, winch bo 
calis “ growing alum ina.” is deserio- 
ed by T. A. Vaughton a British ex­ 
perimenter.

tube contains a globule of mercury 
and is placed vertically a fraction of 
an inch abowo an aluminum plate. 
The mercury aud tho aluminum act 
respectively as 
anode aud cathode 
between 
which 
electric spaiks are 
passed. 
As tbe sparks pass, a cir­ 
cular crater of neary uure alumina in 
tbe form of a leatbory moss is de­ 
posited around tbe spot aud grows to 
considerable size. 
it the deposit is 
removed another^ forms 
without (bg 
passage 
of 
furtber 
curreut. 
No 
growth occurs in nu atmosphere of 
hydrogen, and very little in oxygen. 
Tbe alumina produced bas the re­ 
markable property 
of acting on a 
photographic 
plate 
even, through 
celluloid. 
A suggested explanation is 
tbat tbo sparking torms an amalgam 
through the spraying of mercury on 
the plate, aud this is decomposed by 
atmospheric 
moisture, 
depositing 
the 
alumina 
and setting tree the 
mercury, which is ready to repeat 
tbe process. 
Tbe phutographiAaction 
is that often observed when hydrogen 
peroxide is produced. 
Certain moth iavae living in pines 
in parts • of Franco have beeu seen

CURIOUS INSECT. 


A l a t t e r l y T h a t Eagaya O nly F lv a 
H ea ra a t Lita. 
it is in August tbat the naturalists 
observe the marvelous insect which is 
born, reproduces and dies in the period 
of a single uight on the banks of the 
Marne, of the Seine and of the Rhine. 
It is the ephemera of which Slrammer- 
dam has written and which Is spoken 
of in Aristotle. 
The life of this Insect does not last 
beyond four or five hours. 
It dies to­ 
ward 11 o’clock in tbe evening after 
taking the form of a butterfly about six 
hours after midday. 
It is true, how­ 
ever, that before taking this form it 
has lived three years in that of a 
worm, which keeps always near the 
border of water In the holes which it 
makes in the mud. 
The change of this worm in the wa­ 
ter to an ephemere which flies is so 
sudden that one has not the time to see 
it. If one takes the worm in the water 
the lmnd cannot be taken away before 
tbe change is made unless by pressing 
tbe worm slightly in the region of the 
chest By this means it can be taken 
from tbe water before the change 
takes place. 
The ephemere, after leaving the wa­ 
ter, seeks a place where It can divest 
Itself of a fine membrane or veil, which 
entirely covers it. This second change 
takes place in the air. 
The ephemere assists itself with the 
point of its little nails as firmly as It 
can. It makes a movement similar to 
that of a shiver; then the skin on the 
middle' of the back breaks apart, the 
wings slip ju t of their sheath, as we 
sometimes take off our gloves by turn­ 
ing them Inside out. 
After this strip­ 
ping the ephemere begins to fly. Some­ 
times it holds itself straight up on the 
surface of the water on the end of its 
tail, flapping Its wings one against the 
other. It takes no nourishment la the 
five or six hours which are the limit of 
its life. It seems to have been formed 
but to multiply, for it does not leave 
its state of s worm until it la ready to 
deposit its eggs, and it dies as eooa as 
they are deposited. 
In three days’ time one sees appear 
and die all specie» of ephemere. They 
last sometimes until the fifth day, for 
the reason that some malady has af­ 
fected some of them and prevents them 
from changing at the same time as the 
others.

The Expert Business. 


The report of tlio export upon 
tbe 
chemical 
analysis 
made . in 
tho 
Ferrasci poisoning cases, 
which -ap­ 
pears in another colum n, is one of 
the most disappointing and u n satis­ 
factory docum ents wo have read in a 
long time. 
As a rule, such reports 
are ^unsatisfactory. 
In th e ptast few 
years we have had several chemical 
aualyses made. There was the S tap les’ 
case, also sam ples of water and milk 
to determ ine certain sanitary qu es­ 
tions aifecting Jackson. 
In n either 
case did the report cotne up to pubile 
expectation. 
N othing 
ot practical 
value1 was developed thereby. 
'The 
^com m unity was left just as much in 
th e dark as they were betore the ex ­ 
port elucid atio n s were given. Faith in 
th e expert business as a Solvent of 
hidden mysteries has been 
given a 
decided backset by experience, 
The 
mind iiuds no resting place in the 
bew ildering maze of tech n icalities iu 
which 
such 
reports are generally 
couched. 
The Ferrasci cases were of 
more than 
ordiuary interest. 
The 
deaths w eretraeible to a ceitaiu meal. 
A pa'rticuliar part of the meal was 
singled out, from the ciicumstaucco. 
as lufeoted with the m ysterious death 
germs. 
D eaths have occurred h e re­ 
abouts botore with the same sym ptom s 
as preseuted in these cases. 
They 
were baffling to the physicians—o u t­ 
side the usual pale ot practice. 
In 
all likelihood, 
they were cases of 
ptom ain poisoning. 
Each case sta n d ­ 
ing alone, the trouble could not be 
traced to its source. 
The F errasci 
coses were diltorent. 
The death-deal­ 
ing tood was located with reasonable 
accuracy. 
In the interest of medical 
«cience, and for tho protection of the 
public 
health, 
an exhaustive 
e x ­ 
am ination 
was 
demanded by these 
cases, 
lly the chem ical analysis, and 
an inquiry into the method of p re­ 
serving the beans, and the m anner oi 
serving the meal, together with all 
surrounding 
circumstances, 
it was 
thought 
th at inform ation 
of vitai 
im port to hum anity m ight be fo rth ­ 
coming. 
In tace of such a hope held 
out, tho cost of the experim ents were 
of trifling m om ent; they were not 
worthy of consideration. 
Every co m ­ 
m unity, 
confronted 
by 
such 
an 
emergency, has a duty tp perform 
which should not be Jaid aside on 
the ground of expense. 
No fault can 
be found, therefore, 
with the policy 
p u rsu ed in the cases under .considera­ 
tion in subjecting them to a most 
searching 
scientiiic 
investigation. 
No crim inality was ever suspected 
from the 
stait, 
but th at 
did not 
obviate the necessity of a crucial iu- 
q u isitio u ; indeed, it made the inquiry 
all the more mandatory. 
The tru th of the m atter seems to 
be that so-called experts aie not ex­ 
perts when it comes to such subjects 
as ptomaines. 
They .know no more 
than the ordinary mortal as to tbeir 
character 
and 
development. 
The 
result should tend to curb the te n d ­ 
ency to look to experts in chemistry 
for the elucidation ot such 
matters. 
T h eir'elu cid atio n is n o t worth the 
expense, and of no value to public 
health.

THE ROSE OF JERICHO. 


It la th e O rig in a l o f A ll th e R e a a r r e s i 
tio n P la n ts. 
Several varieties of the so called 
resurrection 
plant 
have 
appeared 
among the novelties offered by florists, 
but the original is the rose of Jericho. 
Along the shores of the Dead sea, far 
enough away to be out of reach of the 
death dealing vapors and the salt 
spray, grows this rose, a little plant 
famed in many a legendary story, 
which, when ripened, rolls up its sprays 
and branches Into a curious little brown 
ball. 
The desert winds snap off Its dry 
stem and whirl the seemingly dead 
little ball away over sandy plains, like 
a featherweight. 
After It chances to 
reach some damp place, in about ten 
days, the moisture hns wrought a mira­ 
cle, for tbe once dead Is alive again, 
green and growing. 
* 
The old time pilgrims, who brought 
back this plant with them from the 
Holy Land, told Wonderful tales of Its 
power to bloom out on Christmas day 
and gave It the name of resurrection 
flower. 
Another old legend nnmcfS it 
St. Mary's rose, because it Is said that 
when Joseph and Mary were fleeing 
from Egypt one of- these flowers grew 
from every spot where they halted to 
rest. 
The dry ball -when unfolding drops 
Its seed, and from these It may be cul­ 
tivated as an annual. 
To resurrect 
these dry balls It Is simply necessary 
to keep them standing in'glasses of wa­ 
ter, immersed about halfway to the 
top of tholr branches. The expansion 
Is merely a mechanical, spongelike 
process. 
The botanical name of the rose of 
Jericho Is anastatica, from anastasis, 
resurrection. 
There are other species 
of resurrection plants, but they are not 
so attractive as their Dead sea relative, 
which, although it has very little 
beauty, has an honored place among 
flowers because of the many fancies 
and associations it calls up and Its pe­ 
culiar, development.-—Exchange.

PASSING OF STEAM TRACTION 


Gradual 
Elimination 
of 
Distance 
Through the 
Development 
of 
the Electric Locomotive— 
Chicago 
to 
New 
Y ork in Ten 
. 
Hours. 


During the summer of 1887, there 
appeared In the New York Sun the 
following fncetieus news Item: 
“They 
tried an 
electric car on 
Fourth avenue yesterday. 
It created 
an amount of surjirlse and consterna­ 
tion from Third St. to One Hundred 
and Seventeenth St. thnt was some­ 
thing like that 
caused 
by 
the first 
steamboat on the Hudson. Small boys 
yelled “dynamite!” 
and “ruts!” 
and 
made similar appreciative remarks un­ 
til they were hoarse. Newly-appolutcd 
policemen debated arresting it, but 
went no 
further. 
The car horse3 
which were met on the other track 
kicked 
without exception, 
as was

That was less than twenty years 
ago. 
Today the New York Central 
Railroad Compnny Is expending $50,- 
*00,000 in the electrification of the first 
thirty-five miles of Its system, and tho 
car horses were loug ago relegated to 
the boneyard, If not to the “sausage 
factory.” 
- 
“They” have done marvelous things 
since the increasing knowledge of 
electricity open id up a new world of 
achievement, am} we 
have 
scarcely 
crossed the threshold. In 1880 the elec­ 
tric car was a drenm: in 1890, an ex­ 
periment: In 1000, a great and wonder­ 
ful fact which Is revolutionizing pas­ 
senger transportation and will enable 
human beings to more from place to 
place twice as fast as they do at pres­ 
ent. 
Born In Old Vermont. 
When In 1834 Thomas Davenport, of 
Brandon, Vt., ran a toy motor mounted 
On wheels on a small circular railway, 
the modern electric railroad with its 
possible speed of over one hundred 
miles an hour was born. 
In 1838 Robert Davidson, of Aber­ 
deen. Scotland, built an electric loco­ 
motive which actually reached a speed 
of four miles an hour on the Edln- 
burgh-Glasgow railway. 
Nine years 
later Professor Moses G. Farmer op­ 
erated an experimental ear which car­ 
ried two passengers at Dover, New 
Hampshire. 
Then the United States congress be­ 
came Interested. 
By special grants 
Professor Page of Smithsonian insti­ 
tute was aided In the construction of 
several forms of motors. 
One of them 
was used as a locomotive and, driven 
by a battery of one hundred Grove 
elements, was tried April 29, 1851, on 
a railroad running from Washington 
to Bladensburg. 
A speed of nineteen 
miles an hour was developed, so great 
thnt it destroyed the batteries. 
Numerous other experiments 
fol­ 
lowed. nil commercial failures because 
the motors were crude and the source 
of power a primary battery. The de­ 
velopment of the wonderful modem 
dynamo was necessary before electric 
railroading could become a commercial 
success. The first great step was in 
18(50, when an Italian named Paetnot- 
tl invented a continuous current dy­ 
namo. 
Three years later 
the 
first 
practical commercial machine for con­ 
tinuous current operation was made 
by Gramme. 
Still the modern electric car was Im­ 
possible. 
The "reversibility of func­ 
tion” had yet to be discovered, involv­ 
ing electrical transmission of energy 
through two machines, one driven by 
power and generating electricity; the 
other reversing the operatlou, receiv­ 
ing electricity 
and 
developing 
me­ 
chanical power. 
Like many other Important discov­ 
eries, this 19 said to have been the re­ 
sult of accident. A workman coupled 
a machine to a live circuit by mis­ 
take and was gretftly astonished to see 
It begin to rotate. 
This reversibility 
of function was publicly demonstrated 
for the first time at the Vienna expo­ 
sition In 1873. 
Not until 1879 was the first electric 
railway put In operation, taking the 
current from a dynamo, uaing a mod­ 
ern motor and carrying passengers. 
This novelty was in operation at the 
Berlin exposition and was a mile and 
two-thirds, iu length. 
The train con­ 
sisted of a small locomotive and three 
smnll cars, capable of carrying twen­ 
ty people. 
It reached a speed ol eight 
miles an hour. 


About this tim e Stephen D. Field 
and Thomas 
Edison in the 
United 
States began experimenting. 
In 1880 
Edison wa9 operating at Menlo Park 
an electric locomotive which pulled 
two ears. 
The F irst Electric Railroad. 
The first regular electric line to b* 
establishel was at Lichterfelde, Ger­ 
many, near Berlin. It was only a mile 
and a half in length and opened fot 
traffic In May, 1881. 
The trains car­ 
ried twenty-six passengers, at a maxi­ 
mum speed of thirty miles on hour. 
The first electric car to be operated 
regularly In the United States was In­ 
stalled by Deft on the Hamden branch 
of the Baltimore Union Passenger 
Baihvay 
In 
August, 
188(1. 
That 
was barely twenty years ngo. 
So 
great was the skepticism of the public 
and railway men generally that the con­ 
tract undef which the road was built 
withheld payment one year so that It 
might be determined whether the cara 
would run. “No one but u knave or 
a fool would undertake such a thing,” 
said a well known scleutlst at the 
time. Scientists sometimes have trouble 
keeping up with the procession. About 
the same time small cars were oper­ 
ated by Van Derpoele at South Beud, 
Ind., followed by other small roads in 


tdlios Electric Locomotive Operated Ex­ 
perimentally et Menlo Park, 1880. 


Windsor, Canada; Appleton. Wls.; Port 
Huron, 
Mich.; 
Scranton, 
Pa., and 
Montgomery, Ala. 
In tbe autumn of 
1881 Frank L, Sprague, whose name 
Is inseparably connected with electric 
traction, began to attract 
attention 
with his motors. 
Twenty Years of Achievement. 
At the beginning of 1887 there Were 
In the whole world less than sixty 
miles of electric railroad track, and 
only about oue hundred motors and 
motor ears. In 1905 there were nearly 
thirty thousand miles of electric track 
In the United States alone, 
This change was not accomplished 
without opposition, 
discouragement 
and financial difficulties. Mr. Sprague 
himself, who was so potent a factor In 
working this change, has told the story 
of his first Important contract 
In the 
spring of 1887, the Union Passenger 
Railway company of Richmond, Va., 
engaged him to build an electric rail­ 
way. 
The first car was run out one 
night while the skeptical people slept, 
to make sure It could climb tbe hills. 
It started out in a blaze of glory and 
lgnomlnlously was towed back again 
by four big mules. 
But Sprague per­ 
sisted until on Feb. 2, 
1888, In a 
drizzling rain, the road opened fOT 
business. 
From that time forward the future 
of electric railroading was assured and 
events moved rapidly. City after city 
adopted the new motive power; horse 
cars became things of the past; ln- 
terurban roads began to gridiron the 
country everywhere, and in each in­ 
stance 
a commercial 
success 
was 
scored. 
Electric lntemrban lines have 
been money makers from the start. 
The greatest development has been 
In the east; but the west is not far 
behind. 
The Aurora, Elgin and Chi­ 
cago Electric railway 
(the third-rail 
system) which has been In operation 
several years, Is famous. 
From one 
center power station over two hun­ 
dred miles of road are operated, or will 
be as soon as the line to Belvidere is 
completed. 
Electricity at wholesale Is 
sold to cities and villages along the 
route for lighting purposes; eleetriclty 
for power fs sold to farmers. Trains 
of elegant eats run Into Chicago at n 
speed which would have seemed im­ 
possible a few years ago. Passengers 
wave good bye to steam trains on n 
paralleling railroad, which they pass 
easily. 
A parlor and dining car is one 
of the luxuries which the suburbanites 
enjoy going to and from the city, qntl 
the railroad seems a veritable gold 
mine for its owners. 
The horse car has long since disap­ 
peared. 
Will the iron horse, the great 
steam locomotive, be supplanted also? 
This question occurs to all who can 
see the significance of passing events. 
Probably not for many years to come, 
as far as heavy freight traffic is eou- 
corncd, because steam Is especially ap­ 
plicable to the hauling of freight. But 
the action of the New York Central In 
electrifying thirty-five miles of Its road 
leading out of New York, 
and the 
popular agitation for similar improve­ 
ment In Chicago and elsewhere, would 
seem to point to a time not far distant 
when electric railroads will 
connect 
distant cities and greatly shorten the 
hours of travel. 
Chicago to New York in Ten Hours. 
in fact such a railway already Is 
being built between Chicago and New 
York by the Chicago-New York Elec­ 
tric Air Line Railroad 
company, 
of 
Chicago. -This company, headed by a 
group of practical railroad men, pro­ 
poses to run limited trains, making not 
more than three stops, through to >ew 
York or Chicago, la ten hours. 
The 
thought fairly takes one's breath away 
at first, but the 
project 
considered 
soberly seems practical enough, and 
certainly Is “a consummation devoutly 
to be wished.” 
The work of grading 
began Sept. 1 Sear LaPorte, Ind. 
As the new road will be an air lino, 
with few curves, the route surveyed 
Is Hid miles shorter than the Pennsyl­ 
vania “Short Line,” and 
2C0 miles 
shorter thau 
the 
Lake Shore 
and 
New York Central, each of which runs 
trains covering the distance In eighteen 
hours.

Shorter rente of the Air Line, this Is 
equivalent to a fourteen-hc*» service. 
With low grades, a straight track and 
no grade crossings, 
the seventy-five 
miles an hour average necessary to a 
ten-hour service ought easily to be 
maintained. 
Even on the first class 
steam ronda of today ninety miles an 
hour Is not uncommon for short dis­ 
tances. 
The Scientific American of Feb. 18, 
1905, speaking editorially of the New 
York Central experiment, says, “The 
•uccess of this Installation, of which 
there can be no doubt whatever, marks 
the first step In the gradual substi­ 
tution of the electric for the steam 
locomotive In the operation of long dis­ 
tance express trains.” 
The Chicago 
New York project may be regarded the 
second step. 
Mr. Sprague himself says that speed 
Is “a m atter of finance.” 
“What then 
will determine the future?” he asks. 
“Chiefly the financial factor, as it must 
the future:Of any other great industrial 
problem. 
When savings In operation 
and tho Increased return 
for traffic 
will more than pay a fair dividend on 
money Invested for electrical 
equip­ 
ment, will trunk lines be operated by 
electricity,” 
Professor Charles P. Stemmetz, one 
of the greatest authorities 
on 
elec­ 
tricity, Is quoted as saying, “There is 
no limit to the speed that may be de­ 
veloped in electric traction—that 
Is, 
there Is no limit up to 150 or 200 miles 
an hour. 
Higher speed than that the 
car wheels could not staud. 
They 
would fly to pieces from centrifugal 
force. Not only can a speed of 120
